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Jacob  F.  Scherrer  died  at  his  country 
home,  nine  miles  south  of  the  city,  Sat- 
urday night,  January  11.  He  was  born 
in  Germany  October  17,  1828,  and  was 
aged  at  his  death  79  years,  2  months,  21 
days.  He  was  married  to  Mary  E.  Knarr 
in  1854.  In  1858  they  came  to  America 
and  located  upon  the  farm  where  he 
resided  at  the  time  of  his  death.  When 
they  came  into  possession  of  their  farm 
it  was  all  in  heavy  timber,  but  is  now 
one  of  the  choice  farms  in  Allen  county. 
Mr.  Scherrer  was  an  industrious  and 
highly  respected  citizen.  He  was  con- 
firmed in  his  childhood  and  received  in- 
to the  Reformed  church  in  Germany. 
When  he  and  his  wife  came  to  Allen 
county  they  united  with  the  St.  John's 
Reformed  church  in  Fort  Wayne.  He 
leaves  to  mourn  his  death,  his  wife,  four 
sons  and  four  daughters. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  at  the 
Prairie  Grove  church,  four  miles  south 
of  the  city,  Thursday  forenoon,  January 
16.  The  large  number  of  friends  and 
neighbors  who  attended  this  service  gave 
evidence  of  the  esteem  in  which  Mr. 
Scherrer  was  held  by  the  people  in  his 
community.
